We have reviewed the proposed amendment to the Alabama Medicaid State Plan Transmittal #13-001
that was received in the Regional Office on January 14, 2013. This state plan amendment allows
primary care physicians that practice in family medicine, general internal medicine and pediatric
medicine to receive increased payments for certain primary care services and vaccine administration
in the calendar years 2013 and 2014. This amendment is in compliance with the requirements
Section 1202 of the Affordable Care Act.
